Norfolk at antique ahops by the building
committee of tbe Virginia Comnr-isiion,
assisted by Mra. Swanson, wife of the
Governor and the hostes* for Virginia
at Jamestown, and much wss loaned
by the people of tbo Btate.
Tbe reutlng aud purohase of ftirniuue

for the Virginia 1 uiiding. in order io

give the dlslinctly colonial touch, will
greatlyexcesd*! 0,000.
On behalf ofthe people cf the Old Oo

rainion, Governor Swanson fnrmally ac-

cepted the Virginia State building at the

exposition grounds April 18th, in the
presence of several ofticials of the Ter-
Centennial and Mrs. Swanson.
The formsl opening of the Virginia

hnilding will be made at a reception on

the evening ofTbui-day, April 2.'>tb, in
honor of the visiting Governors and
other distineufshed guests, while on the
openiug day Governor Swanson will en-

tertain the President at dioner.
Mrs. 0. A. Swanson, hostws of the

Virginia building left Riclimoml yester¬
day for Norfolk, to make ready for the
reception tbat ahe and Governor Swan
bod will give in the building on the even¬

ing of April Mth to the Governors of
ditferent Statea and their respective
parties.
Governor and Mrs. Swanson will ra-

ceive with Mr. and Mrs, Harry St.
George Tucker, and with the visiting
governors and their wives. In Mrs.
Swanson's party going down to Norfolk
were Miss Sallie Deane, Colonel .lo
Lane Stern, and General Charles J. An-
derson.

April 2Ctb, will, of course, be taken
up with the military review, Preaident
Rooaevelt'a address, iuncheon, and the
dinner given by Mr. and Mrs. Tucker to
the Preaident.
The Virginia builaing will be opened

to the people of the Htate oa the 27th,
when ererything will be in readinesa to
accord them a hearty welcome.
The next publie reception at the State

building will be given on tbe evening of
May 2d to the Woman's Cltib, of Nor¬
folk. At this tlme a vocal and piano
programme will be rendered.
An eiaborate menu will be -crved the

evening of April 26tb, with many <]ualnt
aod cunninR devices to earry out the
tercentensry indea la sslad cases and
icea.

It has been iatimated that the gown-
ing of the Virginia women and their
guests on tbis occasion will be auperb.

Deapite the efforts of acorps of en-

ergetic, ehjuient, paiostakic officials
and thousands of cari>enters, roasons,
oementwslk builders and land-.cape gar-
deners the Jamestown exposition will be
opened on Friday of this week unready.
Manyof the magnificent structures that
are to house doraeaticand foreign com-

mcrcial exhibits and shelter tbe achieve-
menta of the iudustrial arts are incom-
plete. Yet while this is acknowledged
by the directors of the exposition with
kean regrst lt is with the satisfaction
that tbe sum of wbat has been done, aa

compared with the uofmi-hed work,
forma a result of which they are juatly
proad. ^_

Preslrfent Denounced by >11aers.
That Preaident Rooaevelt is behind

the western mineowners and State au-

thorities of Colorado and Idaho in an

alleged movement to "railroad" Moyar,
Haywood and Pettibone, of the Weetern
Federation oi Miners, to the gallows, is
a declraatiou that waa applanded vocifer-
ously yeaterday by tbe Chicago Federa¬
tion of Labor.
Edward Morgao, a member of the

Western Federation, bitterly denounced
tbe Presideat. Hls speech was followed
by the adoption ol resolutions scoring
the Preaident for classing Haywood
with E. H.Harriman and other capital
ists.

"God forbid that it is true !'* shouted
Morgan, "but it a'most seems that, be-
bind the millions of Rockefeller and tbe
Standard Oil Company, behind the mll-
lionaire mineowners, stands tbe strong
right arm ofthe Ohief Executive of the
nation aaying : 'Gotoit. Fall upon your
prey like vultures, and I will sit by and
grln while you gurgle in their blood.'

"For 17 years the Western Federation
ol Miners, with tbeir blood, blazed the
way for organieed labor in the west.
Now the mineowners, backed by the
State aulhorities, are thirsting for re-

cr;c. I ea_ ;c? William D. Haywood,
tbe man wbo refased to be bougbt or to
bend the kneeln supplication, forfeiting
his life oo the gallowa for tbe loyslty he
bore to hia fellows. He refused to make
peace, refused to clink glasees with the
mineowners, aod now they have hatch-
ed thia conspiracy to get him by other
metbods And they will hang him nn-

loaa the working cIsbs of this conntry
riaea up from ocean to ocean and de-
mauds that justice be dooe."
